NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1 
 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 
Initial attack activity was light nationally with 66 fires reported.  Very high to extreme fire indices 
were reported in California, Nebraska, and Utah. 
 
 

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 

 
POWER, Eldorado National Forest.  Unified Command between a Type 1 Incident Management 
Team (McCombs) and the California Department of Forestry and Fire Protection (Winton) is in 
place.  This fire is 17 miles east of Pioneer, CA in brush and timber.  Moderate fire behavior along 
with some short uphill runs was observed.   
 
FREDS, Eldorado National Forest.  A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Szczepanik) is 
assigned.  This fire is ten miles east of Kyburz, CA in heavy timber and brush.  Torching and short 
range spotting were reported.  Highway 50 remains closed in both directions.
